lutionists The Democrats rejected all amend- 
ments, and, toward the close, sneered at their 
arguments, In fact, a Republican could scarce- 
ly obtain the floor to speak without being jeered 
down. It will be found that the appropriations 
in this bill for District-Atrorneys and Marshals 
are grossly inadequate for the ordinary court 
expenditures.

There 
are restrictions in the bill which will greatly 
embarrass the executive departments of the 
Government in many particulars. The Demo- 
crats even rejected an amendment which pro- 
posed to except from the operations of this law 
contracts for fuel, clothing, provisions, and 
transportation of troops. 
THE GREENBACKERS WERE SNUBBED, 
and an amendment proposed by Weaver, which 
required that the Jury Commissioners might be 
selected from Greenbackers, as well as Demo- 
crats and Republicans. was rejected by Demo- 
cratic votes, the Republicans all voting with the | 
Greenbackers. The Democrats in this bill have, 
for the first time, introduced politics into the 
jury-box by requiring that jurors shail be se- 
jected by partisans.

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THE WARNER BILL. 
ACTION OF THE SENATE. 
Mpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasutnerton, D. C., June 10.—Senator Coke’s 
resolution to discharge the Finance Committee 
of the Senate from the farther consideration of 
the Warner bill was lost to-day by a vote of 21 
yeas to 22 nays. Not a single Republican voted 
for the measure, but three—Jones of Nevada, 
Ingalis, and Paddock—were paired with anti- 
silver men, and would otherwise have voted aye. 
Five Democrats—Eaton, Groom, and McPherson 
from the North, and Jones, of Florida; and 
Lamar, from the South—voted against the reso- 
lution, while Senators Bayard and Kernan, be- 
ing members of the Finance Committee, did 
not vote at all, on the ground that the resolu- 
tions implied a censure of the Committee. Three 
other Democrats who were paired, namely, Me- 
Donald, Whyte, and Hampton, ; 

WOULD HAVE VOTED WAY. 

Mr. Warver was upon the floor of the Senate 
during the entire session, working heroically for 
the success of bis measure. He said to a corre-

HORROR ON HORROR’S HEAD.

flinching belief that he would never go to the 
gallows, no matter what verdict, is the only 
thing that kept him up througd one of the most 


‘| exhausting trials ever Known in this city. His 


crime having been committed enly four weeks 
ago, in broad daylight, and almost in the pres- 
ence of nambers of witnesses, left no doubt as 
to the verdict that the jury would bring fn, so 


+ * 


the only question seemed to be whether the pris- 


oner could be kept alive until the day that 
might be fixed for his exevution. Every 
of clothing worn by him was 
twice’ every day, and he 

was left to himself à moment. 
hile his counsel bad the attention of the 
Court that Parr took the dose of strychnine, 
and it was not until the Judge had delivered a 
short but feeling speech, which brought tears 
to many eyes in the crowded court-room, and 
sadly propounced thé solemn sentence, that the 
poison began to take effect. The prisoner then 
staggered a little, and every one thought that 
the stubborn bravado that he had maintained 
througbout the trial was giving way, but, a few 
moments later, his face changed to the uumis- 
takable death..aue, and he fell power- 
less inte a chair. The excitement reached 
such a poet that the court-room 
had to be cleared, and the news that Parr had 
committed suicide spread like wildfire. When 
taken in hand by the physicians, the. prisouer, 
though weakened by age and the poison, ex- 
niit ed an almost phenomenal strength, ard It 
was some time before anything could be done 
with bim. An instrument had to be applied to 
get bis mouth open, and he was tearly strangled 
before he could be made to swallow an emetic. 
After the stomach-pump had been worked vig- 
orously for nearly an hour, the sufferer was 
filled with raw whisky, and, while his head was 
being bathed with ice-water, he was lying on the 
floor, every muscle twitching and his face ter- 
ribly contorted under the influence of strych- 
nine. During the evening on electric battery 
was applied to the sinking man, first with 
happy effect, for his pulse was reduced from 
125 to nearly 100, and. his respizations became 
more naturel. But, after a few trials, the bat- 
tery seemed to lose its effect, and, when it was 
found that the pulsations could not be reduced, 
all hope was gwen up. All through the night 
the dying man laid on the floor of 
the Court-House avte-chamber, just where 
he was laid when brought out of the 
court-room at noon. His eyes were closed, 
and his groans could be heard from any part of 
the Court- House. Several times be struggled 
to throw off the heavy woolen biankets which 
were wrapped round his haif-naked form. The 
terrible effects of the most violent of poisons 
had not passed away, and there was hardly a 
moment that be was not seized with a violent 


| paroxyam of pain, each one soeming more vio- 


lent than the last. About o’clock the physi- 
cians tried to force milk down. hie throat, 
and withi a great deal ef difficulty suc 
ceeded in making him drink near 
a Wpiat of this nourisnment. These 
half-dozen men, through the long het night 
toiled unremittingly by the light of a simple 
oil-lamp to save the life of this craven wretch, 
that he might suffer for his crimes on the 
gallows; but shortly after 3 o’clock it became 
evident that be could not outlive the night.

been letting themselves down easy until they 
are prepared to do nearly what is right. 

We are not disposed to taunt the Demo- 
crats with weakness, cowardice, or incon- 
sistency in abandoning theiroriginal scheme, 
because they have not voluntarily deserted 
the position they took. They are in the atti- 
tude of baffled conspirators, and have yielded 
only after ete exposure and desperate 
resistance. Thoggh they may at last vote all 
the supplies necessary for carrying on the 
Government, they will be answerable to 
the people for the long delay, great cost, and 
public agitation incident to the extra session. 
Had the Democrats of the last Congress voted 
these appropriations, no extra session would 
have been needed. Had the Democrats of 
the present Congress passed the Legislative 
bill the first day, as they might have done, 
and followed it up with the other regular ap- 
propriations, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars and much publicanxiety would have been 
saved. But they were determined to break 


down the barridrs which the Government 


against fraud at the Congressional 
elections; they were determined that the 
bulldozers of the South and the hired roughs 
and repeaters of the Northern cities 
should have fall and free scope to 
carry through the Democratic Presidential 
and Congressional tackets in 1880 by the 
methods which they usually employ. H the 
Democrats in Congress have abandoned this 
infamous scheme in part it is only because 
they have abandoned every effort to carry it 
short of actual revolution, and because they 
dare not antagonize and defy popular senti- 


ment any longer. 


But there still remains a device for ascom- 
plishing temporarily the nullification of the 
Election laws which the Democrats desired 
to repeal altogether. This consists of a re- 
strictive clause which is attached to an extra 


‘bill covering the judicial expenses, which 


were intentionally excluded from the regular 
Legislative bill, in which they belong, in 
order to furnish an opportunity for a sepa- 


rate restrictive pressure. The real purpose 


of this arrangement may not be generally 
understood, The fact is, that the Legisle- 
tive bill contains the appropriations for the 
Congressional salaries, as well as those 
of the Executive and Judiciary. Had the 
Democrats attached the restrictive clause 
to the whole bill, and adjourned 
passing any such bill after 
it had been vetoed on account of the 
political restrictions, the members of Con- 
gress would have had to go without their 
pay. Democratic zeal does not go to any 
such length. So a bill is proposed and 
passed, to which there is no possible objec- 
tion, that provides for all the salaries of Con- 
gress; that bill will be signed. Then comes 
the little extra bill, providing for the judi- 
cial expenses expressly excluded from the 
general bill; this contains the obnoxious 
political restriction, forbidding the payment 
of any money or the contraction of any ob- 
ligation on account of the Supervisors and 
Special Marshals of Election. If the Presi- 
dent shall veto this bill, as we are inclined 
to think he will, ten the Democrats will be 
able to adjourn without jeopardizing their 
own salaries. This is a fairsample of Demo- 
ctatic devotion to principle. 


bill will depend upon the language of the 
restriction and its actual effect.

tims seem to thrive upon it, and there is 
now @ sort of State pride and popular 
emulation in the number of liars and extent 
of lying that can be legitimately claimed as 
belonging tc Louisiana.

It is 
a peculiarity of the Louisiane Liars that they 
never tell the same lie in Washington and 
in New Orleans. Whether it is a change of 
dlimate, a lapse of memory during the 
journey, or an ambition to change the ties 
often enough to show the versatility of their 
talent, it is impossible to say; bat it is cer- 
tain that the Washington lie always differs 
from the New Orleans lie, though told by 


the same liar. 
It is this peculiar trai the Louisiana 


Liars that has fatally damaged Mr. Sror- 
yorp’s case. He went back to New Orleans 
and picked out afew good, healthy liars,— 
both blackhs and whites,—pinned them 
down, as he fondly imagined, by taking 
their affidavits, and then toted them off to 
Washington to swear to their lies all over 
again before the Senate Committee. But it 
was too much to expect of the Louisiana 
Liars to swear to the same lies twice. They 
wouldn't do it for any consideration Sror- 
rorD could offer; their fondness for variety 
in lying exoseds even the hope of gam. The 
mistake Srorronb made was this: he should 
have secured witnesses in New Orleans who 
insisted upon swearing there that he (Sror- 
vorp) had bribed them to vote for him; 
when he had got these witnesses to Wash- 
ington, he could then have depended upon 
their swearing that Koda had bribed 
them. Srorronn’s experience with the 
Louisiana Liars onght to have induced him 
to take this precaution. 

Admiration for the skill, endurance, and 
versatility of the Louisiana Liars should not, 
nevertheless, betray the public into condon- 
ing Mr. Srorrorp’s effort to use them for the 
p of unseating a United States Son- 
ator, nor should it extenuate the offense of 
the Democratic majority of the Senate in 
becoming a party to so disgraceful a pro- 
ceeding. Sporrorp or his agents went 
among men who would, as they thought, 
swear to anything, and secured a number of 
them as witnesses. It was an outrageous 
device for securing a seat in the Senate, and 
richly deserves the disappointment and ex- 
posure that have followed. Of all these 
hired witnesses but one sticks to the story 
of the Kattoaa bribery, and he reit- 
erates that he expects to make this 
story pay him at least $2,500. The 
others unite in testifying that the bribery 
was all on the Srorronn side. One of the 
witnesses says that he signed the affidavii 
Srorrorp’s agents wished him to sign in 
order to see how far they would carry 
the case, he and they knowing, as he 
says, that the affidavit was a lie throughout.

quéstionably outgeneraled England. She se- 
cured the retention ef her forces in Bulgaria 


| for a year after the signing of the treaty, as 


well as in South Bulgaria. She has exceeded 
the time in both imstances,—in Bulgaria, be- 
cause it was absolutely nedessary, and in 
South Bulgaria, at Eugland's own request, 
because her withdrawal at the specified time 


and surrounded them with Russian in- 
fluences from which they cannot escape 
if they would. All the antecodents and 
traditions of. the Prince of Bulgaria 
are Russian, and both he and his father were 
gradnates from the Russian service. How far 
the new Governor-General of South Bulgaria 
is under Russian control is shown by his de- 
fiance of the Sultan’s order with regard to the 
fez, which was as much an insult to the 
Turkish regime as if he had publicly trampled 
on the flag. Besides this, it is stated that 
Gen. SronyPpnr will remain in Philippopolis 
to assist the new Governor in his work. Both 
these provinces are now under a rule that 
draws its inspiration from Russa. The-one 
provinee is entirely free from Turkey; the 
other is preparing to reach the same condi- 
tion by a anion with the other; and it is un- 
questionable that back of this union of 
Sclaves stands their sympathizer, Russia, In 
Bulgaria proper every vestige of Turkish 
rule and Turkish property has been or is be- 
ing removed. How matters are going in 
South Bulgaria the following statement from 
the Pall Mali Gazette will show : 

‘*The presence of the Russians has been some 
guarantee against the rapacity of the Bulvarians. 
That is now being witharawn, and we are told that 
whatever may happen in the future, whatever ex- 
cesseg the Bulgarian population may commit, no 
diuciplined force is to be called in to restrain them. 
Alno Pasha, or Prince VoecorrpEs, as he prefers 
to style himself in order to show his independence 
of Turkish influence, has stated his determination 
to give his new sudjects carte bianche both in their 
dealings with one another and with the Turks. 
‘Those whom I called upon to govern will govern 
themselves,“ be tells the Bulgarians; and he has 
promised them ‘never to appeal to any otber 
bayenets than those of the province in 
order to maintain order.“ What a wpros- 
pect for the Mussulman population, left to 
the judicious mauagement of a set of barbarians 
who have already sbundantly shown their ideas of 
discipline and their contempt for authority! ‘ Quis 
custodiet ipsos castodes? may the Turks appro- 
priately exclaim as they run away from the terror 
to me. Is it auy wonder that they are emigrat- 
ing from Eastern Roumelia % masec? Every day 
we hear of hundreds of families arriving at Adrien- 
ople. Some little while ago the Governor of that 
city reported to Constantinople that the namber of 
Mussulman refugees that had already crowded there 
for safety reached 50,000; and, rf this emigration 
continues any longer at anything like the same 
rate, very soon the * bag-and-baggage’ policy will 
have been carried ont in Bestern Roumelia ina 
way which will leave little even for Mr. GLabsrons 


to desire. 

Every movement made in North and South 
Bulgaria points to a uuion of these provinces 
and the formation of , new and powerful 
State in Southeastern Europe under Russian 
influences; with a population of over three 
millions and an army strong enough to main- 
tain its independence. There is no good rea- 
son why this union should not take place. 
The people of North Bulgaria are now en- 
tirely “Bulgarians, native to the soil. In 
South Bulgaria three-fourths.are Bulgarians, 
and tha remaining one-fourth, who are 
Turks, are rapidly leaving. These two 
people are one péople,—one in race, lan- 
gaage, history, and religion, separated only 
from each other by a mountain range. They 
cannot help but influence each other and 
sympathize with each other, and the force of 
attraction between them is so strong that it 
must end in fusion. So long as they remain 
apart Turkey is safe; when once they are 
joined, it will be practically the end of the 
Turkish Empire in Europe.

THE BRICKLAYERS AND SMALL POLITI- 
CIAN3, 


There was a meeting of unemployed brick- 
layers held on Monday evening last in this 
city, at which resolutions were passed con- 
demning Messrs. Anous MoNzan1 & Son, 
contractors on the City-Hall, because of cer- 
tain alleged unfairness towards the trade. 

The facts are few and plain. The city 
advertised for proposals for the brick.work 
on the building. McNztms & Oo. were the 
lowest bidders, and were awarded the con- 
tract. In their bid, this firm, taking the 
price of labor at what it then was and had 
been as a guide, fixed their prices. Sub- 
sequently the brick-masons gave notice 
of am advance in the per diem wages. 
The contractors, finding that they could 
not pay this advance without loss on 
their contract, advertised for workmen, 
stating the price they would pay per day. In 
answer to this advertisement, many masons 
came to Chicago from various other places, 
as the wages offered here were lurger than 
they could get where they were. The result 
was that the contractors have been able to 
get all the workmen they wanted. 

The action of the bricklayers in demand- 
ing the highest wages they could obtain, and 
their refusal to work at the wages offered, was 
wholly unobjectionable; it was their right 
to place their own value on their own work, 
and to abide by it. At the same time the ac- 
tion of the contractors was. equally defensi- 
ble; when they found that they could not 
pay the advanced wages demanded of 
them without such loss as would 
compel them to abandon their contract, 

they acted with propriety in 
seeking other workmen, who, by the readi- 
ness with which they sought employment 
here at the wages refused by resident. work- 
men, showed that those wages were better 
than they were paid for their work else- 
where. The fact that there are more work- 
men here than can find employment at the 
wages offered shows that the advance in 
have been thé right to demand it.

Are all further Irish, and 
Germans, and Scandinavians, English, and 
Scotch to be met by Judge Fron, and or- 
dered to turn back from Chicago, and not 
come here to take the ‘‘money and work” 
which belongs to the native population of 
Chicago? It is important to know how near 
the a man must be born to be 
permitted to work for a living in Chicago.

try,” part of a system which had produced 
such sad results in Europe; and, after ven- 
tilating much more of this jargon, he 
“urged workingmen to unite, to be cool and 
determined in everything they did, especially 
in voting, and then they would triumph 
over their enemies and get good pay.” II is 
proper, perhaps, to add that the Judge 
was a candidate for Oongress at the last 
election, and the workingmen then failed to 
“* unite” in his favor. 

Scawtan,the other orator, declared that 
labor was being reduced to a sort of slavery, 
and that tha“ friction of persecution lights 
the fires of % that all legislation was 
in the in of non-producers, and he 
thonght that the people of Ohicago would 
not allow outsiders to ocoupy a field which 
belonged to Chicago workmen.” ‘This was a 
cheap imitation of Kearneyism; it was a 
suggestion that any citizen of the United 
States, native or natdralized, coming to 
Chieago to lay brick, or perform any other 
labor, or engage in any other business, 
should be driven out of town, because 
Chicago was a ‘‘soversign” community 
which excladed all foreigners, and was oocu- 
pied only by natives like Scanzan, ‘* Judge” 
Fron, and other hard-working laborers of 
that kind. He of course (being s perpetual 
cangidate for office) urged the workingmen 
to be united at the polls, and, if they were, 
Illinois could elect the next President. In 
both speeches, and in those of other and 
even smaller demagogues, the sovereign 
remedy for all things was represented to be 
an unlimited issue of flat paper money! 

The bricklayers met for a clearly defined 
and properly considered purpose : to state 
their grievance and appeal to the general 
public, They were entirely able to do this 
in their own way, and with all the force 
which that appeal could claim. Bat they 
permitted these two petty demagogues to 
turn the occasion into an exhibition of igno- 
rancé and stupidity; to ignore whatever 
merit there was in the bricklayers’ com- 
plaint, and hold up to the public view the 
weakest, silliest, and criminal design of 
building -a fence around Chicago and keep- 
ing out the rest of mankind. The scheme 
to quarantine Chicago and allowing no one 
to enter the city who has. any honest 
means of living, who does not come as a 
thief and a tramp, and who will not give 
security that while here he will not work at 
any honest business, or earn. an honest dol- 
lar, was eminently characteristic of these 
orators, who, to the disgrace of the working 
men’s organizations, are permitted to put 
themselves forward as the special representa- 
tives of workingmen. However much the 
general mass of the people may sympathize 
with any special trade or other body of 
workmen in any just cause of grievance or 
distress, the public can have no feeling but 
that of contempt for the silly utterances and 
disgusting impudence uttered at the brick- 
layers’ meeting by these “‘non-producers” 
and professional office-seekers, who used the 
meeting as if they were its owners and pro- 

tors. 

The City-Hall is to be paid for by taxation 
upon the property in the city. The people 
who are to pay for the building have agreed 
upon the price with the contractors, and any 
proceeding which compels these contractors 
to abandon the work, and which leads to an 
increase in the cost of the building, is op- 
posed to the general interests, is an in- 
creased tax on all those t of whose 
hard-earned production must be taken the 
money to pay for the labor and the material. 
That is the interest which the general pub- 
lic have in the comwtroversy, and the idle 
twaddle of the more-greenback agitators can 
have but little effect in forming or dirécting 
public opinion on the subject.

Rumors that Queen Victoria Wishes Her 
Unmarried Daughter to Become the Step- 
mother of Her Sister Alice’s Children. 

UVorrespondence New York Heraid, 

Lorxpon, May 26.—Within the last week or 
ten days a rare figure might have been seen 
more than once taking the airin the approved 
aristocratic fashion. This was no other than 
the Empress of Germany,—the “ Augusta” of 
the Franco-German war telegrams. She was 
generally in company with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. She appeared, however, a 
little distraught, and that air, taken together 
with ber Majesty's sudden visit and still 
more sudden departure (on Saturday), 
is serving as a motive for the gossip we 
speak of. It is on the tapis in almost every 
circle in London. The clubs are cousiderably 
nouplussed, but the salons—never taken aback 
by difficulty, and seldom put out of countenance 
by impossibility—have decided upon the belief 
they mean to entertain with regard to the rea- 
son of her arrival and the shortness of ber stay 
at Windsor. Of course the object of the visit 
can be nothing less than matrimony. Old 
ladies of every class deem that subject the only 
one worthy of occupying the attention of those 
females who, having themselves Joved and mar- 
ried, are delighted to assist in forwarding the 
views of others in the same direction. 

This, then, is the story told, and, what is 
more, believed in the society salons of the me- 
tropolis. It is said that the Queen is beginning 
to wish to see ber only remaining daughter un- 
married—the Princess Beatrice, to-wit—com- 
fortably settled, and, moreover, would rejoice 
in the idea of being able to enjoy her society as 
often as possible, and bad accepted a vroposi- 
tion made by the Court of Berlin for an alliance 
with a member of the Imperial family of Germa; 
ny. This alitiance—the favorite one of the 
Princess Imperial. the pet object of 
the Emperor, the common-sense view of the 
case of the Emperor Wilbelm, and the one 
which nad already seemed the most feasible to 
Prince Bismarck—had suddenly collapsed, and 
the Prussian clique had been suddenly and 
abruptly told that the Queen had other designs 
in view for the Princess Beatrice, and that in 
any case ul Prussian proposal would require 
much careful consideration before being ac- 
cepted in the hot haste with which the Princess 
Imperial had submitted it. The fact 7 — 
the Princess, who, like others of the yal 
family, bas a will of ber oon,“ did not favor 
the suggestion, or so at least rumor hath it. 

Meanwhile London gossips, ever on the watch, 
did not fail to observe a very singular and sig- 
niticant fact in the simultaneous vote of the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburg in 
fayor of legalizing marriage with a deceased 
wife’s sister. This was an enlightenment, a 
public manifestation of the feeling experienced 
by the Royal family upon this momentous sub- 
ject, and was evidently meant to prepare 
the pubdlic mind for a development of a 
novel, not to say extraordinary, nature. 
When the Grand Duke of, Hesse paid his 
recent mournful visit to Osborne the 
Princess Beatrice was constituted the special 
guardian of the children. As was natural, a

It 
would be long, be t bt, before the forty 
States of our Union ado such uniformity, 
but there had been for en years or more 
a tendency in that direction, the most obvious 
result of which bad been the creation, 
in sO many States of official Boards to regulate 
what the State itself had to do with public char- 
ity. This same tendency was observable in re- 
gard to sanitary matters, resulting in the organ- 
ization of State Buards of Health in about twen- 
ty States muce 1869, and, finally, under the 
pressure of the hello fever excitement of 1878. 
by the ization of a Nationa) Board of 
Health at Washington. In Massachusetts they 
had a joint Board of Health and Charities, 
which would enter upon its duties in 
July vert. Massachusetts wes the first 
State to establish State Boards, which was 
done in 1863, on the recommendation 
of the late Gov. Jona A. Andrew. The Boards 
subsequently created in other States were, to 
some extent, modeled after the Massachusetts 


Board. 

Public charity in every nation was, he said, 
mainly a local matter, and should not be spread 
out so.as to be a State affair. 
wealth of localities was sometimes insufficient 

vy, and the aid of the State 
. The last duty of State 
Boards of Charity was best fulfilled when car- 
ried ta the farthest exgent in such conferences 
as these, where the representatives of States 
and of cities meet to compare notes with each 
other, and to disseminate over the whole coun- 
try the results of experience and close observa- 
tion. As the Board was conducted in Massa- 
chusetts, they came into close relations with the 
poor through their members and agents, and its 
records preserve their annals. They visit them 
in their wretched ness, seek to guard them against 
epidemics and coutagious diseases, and to re- 
move them sometimes where their relatives 
and friends may provide for them. It places 
their children in country families, and watches 
over their interests. Diseases often come upon 
a community through the neglect and poverty 
of the hei less classes. 

The speaker proceeded further by describing 
the workings of the Massachusetts law and the 
gooa which was being accomplished there. 

In Massachusetts and ju Connecticut the con- 
trol of the highest prisons bad been vested by 
law in new Boards with ample powers and with 
every intention on their part to improve the ad- 
ministration of the State Prison. Much was 
hoped for in this direction. They now had a 
State’s Prison for women in that State, with 350 
inwates, and the Prison Commmsion consisted 
of 

THREE MEN AND TWO WOMEN. 

In his closing remarks he called attention to 
the manifold uses which every State, large or 
Small, must heve for a Board of Charities as 
well as for a Board of Health, and he suggested 
the propriety of uniting them. He thought 
such a union would be found in practice much 
more feasibie then it would appear in theory. 
It would strengthen the hands of those who 
wateh over the public health, while it would 
throw an additional protection over the comfort 
of those unfortunste classes for whom 
they were all interested: He said in Mas- 
sachusetts they owed the union of the two 
Boards to the clear, practical wisdom and de- 
termined philanthropy of Gov. Talbot, who 
first suggested it. Those who had had most ex- 
perience in charities regarded it with great favor, 
and were prepared to recommend it in other 


States. 
This * was supplemented by a report on 
bebaif the Northwest, made by Mr. A. G. 
Byers. Mr. J. L. Milligan also read a supple- 
mental report on this same subject on debalf of 
Pennsylvania and the Rast and Southern States. 
There were no State Boards of Charities in any 
of the Soutbern States. The convicts were let 
out by contract to various contract companies, 
and divided into chain-zangs. Doubtless they 
were sometimes abused, and the idea of a chain- 
gang away from any official eye of observation 
was something to make one shudder. Some- 
times convicts were pat up and sold at auction. 
Dr. Byers then read an able paper prepared 
by Dr. J. W. Andrews, of Obio, upon the sub- 
* of the prevention of pauperism. This paper 
the report of a sub-committee a ited by 
the State Board of Obarities to the ference 
of Onarities, and embodies the experience and 
observations of the entire Board on this subject. 
This paper contained some radical political 
doctrines, cdaiming that the muzpicipal 
goveruments of large cities were 
monumental failures, and that any 
who could tell bow to govern them 
weil with the present system of universal euf- 
trage would as much merit the reverence and 
gratitude of his countrymen as Washington, 
who established it, and Lincoln, who saved it. 
Cities were great nests of politics, and politi- 
cians were always ready to pander to the classes 
who broke the laws for the purpose of getting 
their votes.

Tempel’s periodic comet was observed on the 
night of the 7th inst. by @rof. G. W. Hough at 
the Dearborn Observatory, with the 184<-inch 
refractor.

THEIR TROUBLES WITH THE TYPOGRAPHICAL 
UNION. 

Donnelley, Gassette & Loyd, the publishers 
of the City Directory, have issued a circular with 
reference to their troubles with the Typograph- 
ical Union. They say for the last two years 
they bave sought to employ only competent 
workmen, not asking an employe whether he 
was a member of the Union or not. The same 
pay as last year is now given, and there 
is no Gissatisfaction. A few weeks agoa 
Committee of the Union calied on the corpo- 
ration and demanded that employment be 
given tq members of the Union also, or to 
compel non-Union men regularly employed to 
become members of the Union. They were 
willing to have.the work done for last year's 
prices,—35 cents a thousand ems,—but de- 
manded the surrender of the control of the office 
during its continuance. In case of a refusal, the 
Committee threatened to exercise the power of 
the combined trades-unions to compel the cor- 
poration to yield. The proposition was de- 
clined. To bring the establishment to terms, 
the Union have for about two weeks maintsined 
a “committee in front of the doors of the 
Lakeside Building to annoy, intimidate, as- 
sault, and threaten with personal violence, and 
even death, such men as desired to work.” 
Others have been bribed with money to 
quit. Notwithstanding this, a full force 
of men is at work. Having failed to accomplish 
their object, the Union then issued the circular 
to business men, which was printed in Tan 
TRIBUNE the other day. The statements there- 
in are branded as false. Instead of “‘inaugu- 
rating a system of pauper labor.“ their men 
make from $158 to $25 a week. Aside from the 
tax-list, the directory is the fattest type- 
setting done im Chicago. In St. Louis 
and other cities the price vaid is only 

cents a thousand. This hand-bdill 
was a libel,a threat, and evidence of con- 
spiracy’’ to the obstruction and injury of the 
Gorporation’s business. 1 fore some of the

for 4a —— charter that ther might 
withdraw from the obnoxious Union,“ as 
did the pressmen several years ago. In con- 
clusion, nelley, Gassette & Loyd assure sub- 
scribers that the d'‘rectorv will be out a little in 
advance of the usual time, and be ready for de- 
livery in about two weeks. Abont three-fifths 
ot the composition is now done. 

The eighty-one compositors in the employ of 
the corporation are also out in a cirenlar. refut- 
ing the statements made in the hand-bill above 
referred to. They are satisfied with 35 cents a 
thousand for the directory work. Regular week 
hands receive from $15 to $25 a week. The ob- 
ject of the Upton is not to “regulate ’’ wages, 
and see that fellow-workmen get fair remunera- 
tion; it wu a matter of spite and desire for 
power.“

To-day the Emperor and Empress of Germany 
qill celebrate their golden wedding at Berlin. 
On the lith of June, 1829, Frederick William 
Lewis of Hohenzollern, Prince of Prussia, was 
married to Augusta, daughter of the Grand- 
Duke Karl August of saxe-Weimar. She was 
then in ber 15th year, and some fourteen years 
ber busband’s juvior in age. To-layis the 
fiftieth anniversary of that marriage, and joy- 
ous will be the celebration in Berlin. At first 
his Majesty desired that the event should be 
strictly en famille; but this point he bad to 
waive, inasmuch as & number of foreign poten- 
tates their wish to be represented on 
this occasion or included among the guests. 
Consequently some fitty-six Princes or Royal 

will be present and participate io 

the celebration. But, of all the witnesses pres- 
ent at the ceremony half-a-century ago, the 
Prince Charles and the Dowager Grand-Duchess 
of Mecklenberg-Schwerin, the surviving brother 
and sister of the Emperor, will be the only ones 
to take part in the anniversary. The Emperor 
and his Imperial wife left Babeleburg yesterday 
for Berlin. To-day at poon they will proceed in 
state from the Palace to the Castle to receive 
the congratulations of their assembied house; 
and gfterwards attend a solemn religious serv- 
jce in the chapel. A Royal salute will follow 
the benediction, while banquets and receptions 
will close the day. Thursday, the 12th, will be 
devoted toa grand review of the troops garri- 
soved in and around the Capital. 

This octogenarian monarch, whose golden 
wedding is to-day to be celebrated so joyously 
by bis faithful friends and subjects, has, through 
along and eventful life, uniformly. displayed 
all the finer qualities of 

THAT REMARKABLE RACE OF RULERS, 
which—since its establishment in the Branden- 

burg marshes on the 24th of June, 1412, 

when Frederick, Sixth Burgrave of Nurem- 
berg, having purchased the Electorate 
from the Emperor Sigismund, made solemn 
entrance into the Capital of his new 
realm, under the title of Elector Frederick 
the First~has never produced au absolutely in- 
competent sovereign. Long before that mem- 
orable date the Hohenzolierns had won them- 
selves a name for thrift, sagacity, and valor. 

They were, one and all, men strongly imbued 
with the sense of responsibility, eager for worid- 
ly advancements, and unremitting in their ef- 
forts to improve their own position in life, as 
well as do their duty to those committed by 
Providence to their care and protection. These 
characteristics have been obviously transmitted 
from father to son throughout the whole bis- 
tory of the House of Hohenzollern; and they 
account for the extraordinary propensity of the 
family itself, for the steadily progressive incre 
ment of its European influence, and for the 
territorial expansion of ite realm, which has, 
within the last two centuries, grown from 3 
barren Margravste into 9 gigantic Empire. 
Moreover, no country in the world .owes 80 
much to the individual qualities, capabilities, 
and achievements of warriors and statesmen 
actually born in me purple. All the _Hohenzol- 
lexus have boén either scientific soldiers or 
eminent econamista; several of them have been 
both. Their annals do not record the name of 
a single crowned spend thrift. 

THE EMPEROR WILLIAM 
is now, and ever bas been, the very incarnation 
of his family policy, and will occupy a position 
in Prussian history even more illustrious and 
worshipful than that held by his glorious ances- 
tor, Frederick II. To him, in a far greater de- 
gree than to any other man hiving or dead, must 
be ascribed the accomplishment of those radical 
changes in the Prussian military service which 

converted the highly-drilled but numericall y- 
insignificant force at the disposal of his Royal 
father after the tall of the First French Empire 
into the national army which, commanded by 
himself,‘ successfully conquered Austria and 
France in 1866 and 1870.

Sixty-six vears ago 
de received his frst military decoration, the 
Cross of St. George, a Russian order exgiusively 
bestowed—like the English Victoria Cross—for 
distinguished valor in the field. It was xiven to 
the young Lientenant upon the occasion of his 
charging. the French at Bar-sur-Aube with the 
Pskow..Cuirassiers, and subsequently taking 
part in a furious enchunter between the Kal 

t and Napoleon's Guard, on the vine- 
elad slope of Malikin.

It stands at the corner 
of Unter den Linden, within sight of the Ar- 
senal, the University, and the Opera; and was 
built for Prince William at the period of his 
marriage, in 1829. when his income was not so 
large as now. In this unoretentious house 
William and nis wife have lived ever since when 
at Berlin; and all hints that his subjects would 
be willing to present him with a more Imperia)- 
looking residence have fallen upon a deaf ear. 
Until the regicidal attempts of Hoedel and No- 
biling, the Emperor could often be seen, at odd 
moments during the day, standing at one of the 
windows of bis study, on the ground floor, 
which overlooks the street. The passing of a 
regiment down the Lime-Walk was sure to 
fetch him to the window, and he would ac- 
knowledge the salute of the officers witha 
friendiy wave of the hand. Sometimes he 
would look intothe street merely to amuse 
himself by the ordinarv sichts of a crowded 
thoroughiare. And more than oncethe odd 
sicht has been witnessed of a beggar applying 
to his Majesty fora silver groschen, and being 
enjoined by the Imperial forefinger to Move 
on. In the afternoon he used often to receive 
petitions in person from the bands of poor peo- 
ple who had been admitted to the coachyard. 
After disposing of these people in the kindest 
possibie manner, he would go out fora drive, 
unattended generally), in an open carriage 
drawn by two borses; and, if the weather was 
fine, he liked to alight and take a stroll through 
the walks ofjthe Thiergarten. He was 


ALWAYS IN UNIFORM, 


with the Cross of the Order of Merit at his 
neck, aud he was strict in expecting that officers 
and soldiers should salute bim; but he never 
objected to being addressed by any one who had 
anything to say, and he would frequently stp 
some young subaitern and walk chatting with 
him for half-an-hour. 

The actual facts about the Emperor's passion 
for militarism cannot be overrated. He is a 
soldier all over; and his home resembies a 
military museum rather than a Royal residence. 
Every room in it has pictures of battles, and 
portraits, busts, and statues ot Princesin uni- 
form. In the entrance-vestibule figure two 
large pain s, Which represent his Majesty 
charging the Revolutionary forces in 1848. In 
the reception-saloon there stands a bronze 
statue of Frederick the Great. ‘There are a 
number of shelves, some of which are covered 
with miniature models of cannon, rifles, and 
shelis; and others with wooden statuettes, 
clad in the uniforms of almost every country in 
the world. It is in this suggestive chamber that 
his Majesty receives Ambassadors and Ministers. 
When the conversation is finished, the Emperor 
often takes up one of his soldier-dolls, and bids 
his visitor remark aome improvement which has 
been introduced into the equipments of a for- 
eign army. At the same time, he is strangely 
reluctant to adopt any such improvement for 
his own troops, and demands something like 
unity among his Generals before be will change 
so much as a single button in the accoutrements 
of any regiment. 

From the reception-chamber one passes into 

THE FLAG-ROOM,— 

so called because the Prussiau Guards have the 
privilege of depositing their colors aere. When 
the regiment turus out for a review or a march, 
it halts opposite the palace, while the color- 
party go in to fetch the flags; and the Emperor 
always comes from his study, which is in the 
adjoining room, to superintend the important 
operation of removing the colors from the 
stocks. The Emperor’s study is certainly fur- 
nished like a Soldier-King’s apartment ought to 
be. Except for the family photographs which 
hang over the mantel-shelf, every article in the 
room bas some connection with war. The ink- 
stand on the table is made of half acannon-ball; 
the paper-weights are the hoofs of favorite 
chargers; the penholders are cut froin splinters 
of Uhlan lances, and each bears a plate with an 
inscription describing it us the gift of a soldier 
whose lance did good service in battle. Pano- 
plies of regimental ewords and bayonets, a few 
mili books and army-registers, and a num- 
ber maos ll the other parts of the room, 
whose two chief walls are adorned with a pair 
of life-size portraits whict at once rivet the eres 
of avisitor. They are the likenesses of the 
present Emperor of Russia and of his mother, 
the Emperor William’s sister. The posts of 
honor given to these portraits testify the pro- 
found good-will between uncle and nephew. 

Outside of Berlin, a favorite abode of the 
Emperor and Empress, is 

THE CASTLE OF BABELSBERG, 

on the bauk of the Havel, near Potsdam. Nor 
is his Majesty’s affection for Babeisberg surpris- 
ing, seeing that house, park, and grounds are 
the work of his own hands. A broad, well-kept 
walk leads by fine trees, green lawns, and lealy 
shrubs, to the castle, which is built in plain 
Gothic style, and presents the aspect, not so 
much of an Emperor’schateau as of the country- 
seat of one of his nobles. Through a long, 
narrow archway in the basement, closed by an 
iron gate, one enters a hall decorated with em- 
blems and trophies of the chase: whence a nar- 
row passage conducts to the private apartments 
of the Empress, situated on the ground floor. 
Here pictures, statues, and books all display 
tne artistic taste and refined wind of their 
ane, 2 — daughter of the patron ot Ger- 
mant’s most celebrated poet, and who, in her 
youth, enjeyed Goethe's instructions and eu- 
nobling friendship. Adjoining her Majesty's 
rooms are those of the Grand-Duchess of Baden, 
her only daughter, who is devotedly attached to 
her pareats. 

Coatinuing his or her way through the lofty 
dining-hall, one sscends by a winding staircase 
to the apartments of his Majesty, and of the 
Crown-Prince and Princess, on the first floor. 
The Emperor had two rooms of his daughter-in- 
law decorated with damask rurtains and cover- 
ings of Scotch tartan, in exact imitation of the 
apartments formerly occupied by the English 
Princess at Windsor Castle. Noticeable among 
the plain furniture in her Imperial Highness’ 
room, adorned with her own sketches of Scotch 
and English scenery, isa chair made and pre- 
sented to her by her husband. Every Prince of 
the Hohenzollern line is bound by the customs 
of his House to learn some handiwork; and the 
Crown Prince selected that of joiner. 

HIS MAJESTY’S APARIMENTS— 


separated from those of his son by a narrow 
passage, formipg an inver balcony to the din- 
ing-hall—consists merely of a room answering 
the combined purpose of drawing-room and 
study, and a comparatively small bed-room. 
The furniture, éntirely unaltered since he took 
possession of the castle, is of light uncarved 
oak. The small iron bedstead, with its hard 
mattress of horse-hair filling, and woolen 
blankets,—suggestive of anything rather than 
Royal life,—is placed sideways along the wall. 
The chief ornaments of the room are a statue 
of Queen Louisa, the Emperor’s mother; a 
bust of the Empress, executed by the Crown- 
Privcess,—alike an adept with the chisel and 
the brush; a portrait of the Crown-Prince in 
camp-dress, taken before the war of 1866; and 
a picture of the late Czar Nicholas, the Emper- 
or’s brother-iodaw. The other paintings de- 
pict episodes of maneuvres and important 
events of the last war. Two phgtographs of 
the famous attacks of the King’s Own Grena- 
diers on the hights of the Sklitz are inscribed 


with marginal notes by his Majesty in his 
Anal, Je handwriting. The monarch bas marked 
with a cross the names of the officers who 6ac- 
rifived their lives in the services of their King 
and Fatherland. 

In the dining-room there are windows on both 
sides. Between a lounge-sofa, which is gener- 
ally covered with books or papers, and a table 
round which the Cabinet-Council assembles, 
stands a plain arm-chair with a stiff, high back, 
that does duty on state occasions as 

THE IMPERIAL THRONE. 


The room commands a magnificent view of the 
bridges and Lake of Glienicke, where a minia- 
ture frigate—a present from een Victoria— 
rides at anchor. Conspicuous among the en- 
cravings in this apartment are some portraits of 
American and Euglish ladies. A picture of 
Fanny Elisier, the famous danseuse, the last 
friend of the unhappy King of Rome, atter- 
wards Duke of Reichstadt, who at her side en- 
deavored to while away the bitter hours of ex- 
ile, has also a space in his Majesty’s collection. 
The various knick-knacks on his secretaire are, 
for the most. part, relics of battle-fields. The 
book-sbelves contain a small but select library, 
including the chief classical authors of German 
literature, and many leading works on military 
ye gs Patan small * are com * 
pam articles anonymous!

is extremely simple. Although M. Urban Da- 
bors, acknowledged to be one of the very few 
living masters of the culinary art, is chef-de- 
cuisine in the Royal kitchen, his Majesty has, 
like bis tather,—whose favorite dish was the na- 
tional saurkrant and veas,—an affection for 
homely are. Ifincompany he lights a cigar, 
itis more as asignai to his guests that the 
smoking hour bas arrived than for the pleasure 
which it gives bim; and, alter a few puffs, the 

weed“ is allowed to go out. From his youth 
an entbusiastic sportsman, the Emperor is still 
an excellent shot. Despite his years, he rides 
erect on his charger in front of the troops. As 
a soldicr he has a keen eye for the minutest de- 
tails. The army, mainly indebted to him for its 
present strength and greatness, is fo a measure 
his own family,—justifying the Good morn- 
ing, children,” with which, on reviews, he fa- 
miliarly greets his soldiers. 

To most people Prince Bismarck seems to 
tower a head and shoulders above all his co- 
workers, not excepting the Emperor himself; 
bnt it was the Ewperor who selected this man 
for his Prime Minister. It was the Emoeror, 
not Bismarck, who kept the lamented Von Roon 
at the head of the army, and authorized aim, in 
defiance of Parliament, to prepare the magnifi- 
cent military machine which worked so effectu- 
ally at Sadowa and Sedan. It was the Emperor 
who chose Von Moltke, and gave him complete 
control over the forces durmg the two cam- 

8. One of the Princes applied to the King 
during the French war for an additional force of 
cavalry. 

N. That man,” replied the Kaiser, pointing to 
Von Moltke, *‘disposes of every German soldier 
in France; and I am thankful to him for leaving 
me my body- guard.“ 

This com lete trust and self- abuegation would 
have been ereditable even in a Prince ho 
never set a squadron in the fleld,’’ but it was 
still more honorable in one who, as a soldier him- 
self, was actually present, and could have ex- 
ercised directly bis powers as nominal Com- 
mander-io-Chief. The influence of such a man 
outside of Prussia was extremely 

USEFUL TO THE CAUSE OF NATIONAL UNITY. 


Toaremarkable and successful warrior the 
German Princes could without dishonor sur- 
render a portion of their regal attributes, and 
much more readily than if the King of Prussia 
had been a mere barrack-room pedaut, like 
Frederick William III., or an amiable philoso- 
pher like Frederick William IV. While the old 
King attracted attention, his son and beir also 
won high military fame in 1865 and 1870. His 
nephew, the Red Prince, father-in-law of the 
Duke of Connaught, bas won a higber reputa- 
tion as a soldier. It is vot often that one reigu- 
ing family includes three such herocs. 

Ihe two attempts at assassination, and the 
painfully severe character of the new general 
laws, throw a kind of gloom over a recent period 
of the Emperor’s career. Besides this, only 
about two montis ago he had quite a severe fall 
while out walking, and which was near proving 
fatal. For several weeks after that he was look- 
ing so pale and haggard that serious misgivings 
were felt as to the real state of bis health. But 
the recent celebration of the 82d anniversary of 
his birthday did much to encourage the Em- 
peror and restore happiness to bis family. This 
happiness was greatly iocreased by an event 
which occurred at the Palace of Sau Souci on the 
13th of May last. Here the Princess Charlotte 
Victoria of Prussia, eldest daughter of the 
Crown-Prince, and wife of Prince Bernard, the 
eldest son of Duke George of Saxe-Meiningen, 
was delivered of a daughter. This incident 
made the Emperor and Empress 

GREAT-GRANDPARENTS, 
* a great-grandmother of the Queen of En- 
gland. 

Weeks ago the most extensive preparations 
were begun to celebrate the imperial golden 
wedding in all becoming pomp. Medals were 
struck off, illuminations devised, processtons ar- 
ranged for, and deputations instructed how to 
come and go. At first it was believed that both 
the Eniperor of Russia and the Emperor-King 
of Austria-Hungary would join their good 
cousin of Germany on this joyful occasion. It 
is quite certain, bowever, that neither Francis 
Joseph nor Alexander will journey to Berlin. 
The Emperor of Russia intended going. with 
three Grand-Dukes, all the way from Livadia; 
but it bas been announced that, the iliness of 
Grand-Duke Vladimir's wife having takén an 
unfavorable turn, the Czar has renounced his 
intention of being present. He will be repre- 
sented by the Grand-Duke Alexis. His absence 
will be a source of deep regret to the House of 
Hohenzollen. The Emperor of Russia was a 
witness of the Royal wedding fifty years ago. 
Alexander was at that time ason ef a younger 
Prince of the sovereign House of Romanoff. 
There was little chance at that time of his ever 
ascending the Throne. It was his first visit to 
Berlin; and Frederick William III., taking pity 
ou the young man, appointed him an officer in 
aregiment of Ublans, of wiich he is to-day the 
honorary Colonel. H.

Indianapolis Juurnal, June 9. 
Senator McDonald, iu his recent set speech in 


the Senate, said: 

In my State, in 1864, a regimeot of Massachu- 
setts Volunteers stationed at Indianapolis were 
permitted to leave tneir encampment on the day of 
election, and, with arma in their hands, suffered to 
surround the lis and not only exclude citizens 
from voting. but were permitted to vote them- 
selves, a privilega that they used most freely. 
This was done in my own view, and I saw these 
non-resident armed men insult and drive from 
the polls citizens of the Stace as loyal as them- 
selves. Similar scenes were enacted in otber parts 
of the State, as I have good reason to know, 

The above statement is pure fiction, but we 
have no doubt the Senator had beard the story 
told so often by his Democratic friends that he 
believed it to be true, and thought it was done 


in his own view. 

In his joint debate with Gov. Morton in 
Brownstown, Iad., Aug. 16, 1864, Mr. McDonald 
said that, at the October election in 1858, the 
Seventy-first Regiment Indiana Volunteers left 
their camp under the command of their Colonel 
and came into town, marching to the polls with 
their guns upon their shoulders, and that no 
Democrat voted after 10 o’clock on that day ex- 
cept at the risk of his lite, and that one of the 
editors of the Sentinel was forcibly driven from 
the polis.” 

This statement was as inaccurate as his state- 
ment in reference to the Massachusetts regi- 
ment. The facts were that the editor of the 
Sentinel aliuded to had some difficulty at the 
polls with some soldiers in October, 1862, not 
1863, as Mr. McDonald said, and at that time 
the Seventy-first Kegiment was not in this city, 
and at the time stated by Mr. McDonald, viz.. 
October, 1863, the Seventy-Urst Regiment was 
in East Tennessee. 

At a public meeting deld in this citv on the 
22d of August, 1964, a series of resolutions was 
adopted denouncing the statement of Mr. Mc- 
Donald, and calling upon him to retract the 
same. On the 24th, Mr. McDonald wrote a 
letter to Col. John W. Ray, Secretary of the 
a alluded to, and said the charge was 
“false in matter and substance, and I doubt 
not was penned by some one who was not 
nearer the point named than this city.“ To 
this the Journal of Wednesday, Aug. 31, 1864, 
replied by publishing extracts from the letters 
and special telegrams to the Sentinel and this 
paper giving the report of the speeches at 
Brownstown, which report Mr. McDonald as 
using the language as charged in the resolutions 
of the citizens’ meeting. To this Mr. McDonald 
made no reply, but stood convicted of having 
made a statement that he could not substan- 
tiate. It is possible that he had his old state- 
ment concerning the Seventy-first Indiana in 
his mind when he made his recent speech. 

No Massachusetts regiment ever appeared at 
the polls in this city ae an organization, or with 
arms.

AMERICAN HORSES IN ENGLAND. 


John Bull Explaining the Cause of His Late 
Defents. 4 
Full Mail ite, May 25. 

That American and other horses from abroad 
should occasionally win Our races is no wonder; 
the wonder would be if they did not. And the 
wonder will be greater if they do not win more 
and more. We must expect to reap as we sow, 
and we have been sowing our best thoroughbred 
seed all over the world ‘for a century or more. 
One might marvel that the Russians have not 
joined with other foreigners in carrying off our 
biggest prizes with their own native produce ob- 
tained from animals purchased in our market; 
for the Russians and the Americans, if we ex- 
amine the records, were among our earliest cus- 
tomers to any noticeable extent before the 
French, and the Germans, and the Austrians, 


and the Hungarians began to bid with anything 
like freedom for our blood-stock. The fact is 
that the Americans have been for some genera- 
tions preparing a breed of horses to whip all 
creation; and if they had not taken principally 
to trotting it is not improbable that they would 
have galloped away with the British- 
er's blue riband even before Starke carried 
off the Goodwood Cup, which was long before 
Brown Prince ran second for the Two Thousand 
Guineas and Parole paäralyzed the patrons of 
handicaps. Nobody will be surprised to learn 
that the Southerners adparentiy began the im- 
portation of our horsefesh; they began before 
there was any star-spatigied banner; and Vir- 
ginia was early among the purchasers. To Vir- 
cinia went afterwards a brown filly by Rocking- 
ham, born in 1796; and of that brown filly and of 
Diomed, winver of the first Derby, in 1780, sent 
to Virginia when he was 22 years old, came the 
celebrated American horse Sir Archie. South 
Carolina imported Brutus, by Regulus, foaled 
in 1748: and between that date and the end of 
the century, or very soon after 1800, it would 
not be difficult to make out a list of some four- 
score horses, with the worthiest Eaglish blood 
in their veins, exported to America,—more than 
half of them to Virginia. Matchless, by the 
Godolobin Arabian himself, born in 1754, went 
to South Carolina and died there, according te 
the authorities, about 1786, at the motable ages 
of 32. 
For a hundred years or more, then, the Amer- 
icans have been breeding from exactly the same 
materiat as we ourselves; they long ago im oort- 
ed the biood of the Godolphin Arabian direet, to 
say nothing of more remote infusion tarouch 
Babraham, Blank, and others; and before or 
soon after the year 1800 they possessed sons or 
dauchters, or both, of Marske (sire of Eclipse), 
of Florizel (sire of Diomed), of Highflyer, of 
PotSos, and of other famous sires too numerous 
to mention. How many winners of our Derby 
they secured for their studs it is not easy to say 
offhand, but, as has already been mentioned, 
they took possession of the very first, Diomed; 
and they are recorded as the importers of Spread 
Eagle, by Volunteer, the winner in 1795; of Sir 
Harry, by Sir Peter, the winver in 1798; of 
Archduke, by St. Peter, the winner in 1799; 
of Lapdog, by Whalebone, the winner in 1526; 
of Pram, by Emilius, the winner in 1830; and 
of St. Giles, by Tramp, the wioner in 1832. 
Among the winners of the St. Leger they im- 
ported may be mentioned Phenomenoa, who 
died, however, soon after bis landing in 1708; 
Margrave, winner iu 1832; Knight of St. George, 
wiuner in 1854: and among winners of the 2,000 
guineas, which was first run in 1809, Riddles- 
worth, wioner in 183}, who went to Germany 
first, then back to Fuglaud, and in 1839 to 
South Carolina; and specially Glencoe, winner 
in 1834, and sire of the famous /’ocahontas, 
dam of Stockwell, Rataplan, and King Tom, 
and sire also in America of Reel (dam of Starke 
and Lecompte), of Optimist’s dam, and of Pa- 
role’s grandam. In 1866 a sad misfortane be- 
fell an American importation, consisting of 
thirty-nine horses shipped for New York; for 
the weather was so bad that only jour out of 
the whole number reached their destination 
alive. Such, at least. is the account given in 
our Stud-Book. The Americans have by uo 
means ceased to import our stock, but there 
seems to de some significance in the fact that 
they have long ceased to purchase winners of 
our great races. That they should take many 
more wares than horses is easy enough to 
understand, and is quite in accordance with 
reason and with the practice of our other eus- 
tomere; but that they should apparently set 
small store by our chief winners is not without 
significance. Americans are not likely to be de- 
terred by a stiff price if the think there is apy- 
thing to be gained by paying it; they must be 
influenced by a very different consideration. 
However that may be, it is very interesting to 
have the results of their dealings with us, and 
their breeding at home, illustrated upon oar 
racecourses; and the more breeds we have,— 
whether American, or Russian, or Austrian, or 
German, or Hungarian, or Australian, cr French, 
or any other,—contending with our own for our 
great prizes open to all the world, the more 
chance there is of learning under what conai- 
tions of climate, production, training, age for 
commencing serious work, aud management in 
geueral, horseflesh is brought to the highest per- 
fection. And that, after al!, is, or was originally 
supposed to be, the main object of the 
owners and racers of thoroughbreds. No 
doubt our climate and the voyage thither must 
be a great trial to a foreign horse: but to be 
neither sick nor sorry under the most trying 
circumstances is one of the most admirable 
characteristics any animal can possess. Mr. 
Lorillard, at a dinner given to him in New York 
the other day in honor of Parole's successes, is 
reported to have said that he will not be content 
with less than five years’ trial of American 
against English horses as a test of superiority; 
so that we may expect to see his colors among 
us for some time to come. We saw Mr. Ten 
Broeck’s for a much Jonger period than five years, 
however; and, if we might take Mr. Ten 
Broeck’s career as conclusive, Mr. Lorillard has 
not a very hopeful future before him. But it is 
understood that Mr. Lorillard, unlike Mr. Ten 
3roeck, will commit his fortune entirely to 
horses sent from America,—at any rate so far as 
our big races are concerned. It was not through 
American horses only, or chiefly even, that Mr. 
Ten Broeck’s name became associated with con- 
stant disaster.

Government bonds were steady all day at the 
closing quotations of the day before.

A shipper stated yesterday that he had about 
got through handling No. 3 wheat. It just 
about paid to ship it to Engiand at 80c per 100 
Ibs (a lower rate than has hitherto been admit- 
ted), and that he has bought some this week to 


fill an unexpired contract for freight room at 


that figure. But it will not pay at any- 
thing more than that. Some of our millers say 
that the No. 2 is not worth more than 6@8c per 
bu above the No. 8 for milling purposes; put- 
ting these two statements together, the very 
pertinent question arises, What will be done 
with the No. 2, which is now held 2l}gc above 
No. 3 in this market? There is certainly room 
for a change in some direction before it can be 
marketed ata profit on the other side of the 
Atlantic. Will Eurovean buvers consent to pay 
more than now, or wil] American holders con- 
sent to take less? “Scarce two months re- 
main in which to answer the latter question, 
unless the query be further complicated by tak- 
ing into account the new crop. 

St Louis will probably begin to say something 
about the coming crop much sooner than that. 
Another week or two and the good people of 
that city will be gazing abstractedly at new 
wheat, and wondering what other people are 
willing to pay for it. 

Not quite so much for the frost in the air 
yesterday, but grain held its own notwithstand- 
ing. 

The leading produce markets were moderate- 
ly actiye yesterday, and less irrecular than 
might have been expected. Provisions were 
again firm,—in sympathy with a further stiffen- 
ing in meat quotations in England,—but buyers 
were not willing to advance beyond 
the quotations of Monday afternoon, 
though hogs were hidber here. Wheat 
varied little, but ruled a shade easier 
than the preceding afternoon. Corn receded 
Sc, but was generally steady. Oats declined 
about lc, the general supposition being that the 
parties controlling the deal were selling out, 
satisfied with the profit already offered. Rye 
steady, and barley firm. 

Frelchts were firm. Steamer room to Buf- 
falo was taken at 2c for corn, and sail-vessels 
were held at the same figure, but with not much 
demand at 1c. Rail freights were quoted firm 
on the basis of 15e per 100 los of grain to 
New York, but it was understood that 
most of the stuff now going forward by rail 
is being moved on contracts made at the rates of 
last weck. For this reason the smaller shippers 
are pot operating much, being unable to pay 
new rates by rail in competition with shipping 
under the old tariff. 

The shipping movement by rail does not seem 
to have been checked by the recent advance in 
freights; but it is hampered by a scarcity of 
cars, some of the roads having orders two or 
three weeks ahead. On account of the difficulty 
of obtaining transfers here some of the West- 
ern roads have been hindered by delay, and 
orders have been issued in at least one case to 
place in store any grain billed on track if not 
transferred within twenty-four hours after arri- 
val. 

Little that is new was to be noted in connec- 
tion with the dry-goods market. For the sea- 
son a more than ordinary good demand exists, 
and both for cottons and woolens the tone 
of the market is unequiyocally firm. The de- 
mand for groceries continues to meet the ex- 
pectations of reasonable bolders. In prices 
there were no changes, the general market pre- 
serving the steady and healthy tone that has 
characterized it for some time past: Dealers in 
dried fruits report continued quiet, with but 
slight fluctuations in values. Fish were in good 
demand, and were quoted unchanged. In the 
butter and cheese markets there was the same 
dull and weak feeling that has been noted for a 
number of days previous. At the East prices 
are materially lower than here, and cousequent- 
ly shippers are doing but little, and that little 
with caution. The oil trade was reported fair, 
with carbon and turpentine lower. The former 
is now quoted at Se for 110 test, and at IIK e 
for 150 test. Turpentine was offered at 30c. 
Prices of coal were unchanged. Leather was 
firm, with slightly higher quotations for the 
lower grades of sole and upper. 

Lumber was steady and in good demand at 
the yards. The offerings of cargoes were 
small, and nearly of them were sold early. 
Prices were unchanged, though it is understood 
that only the best lots of piece-stuff and com- 
mon inch bring outside prices. Metals and 
tinners’ goods were steady, and nails have ad- 
vanced, being active and scarce. Wool was 
again quoted active and firm. The receipts are 
more liberal, but there seems to be a demand 
for all that is offered. Broom-corn was steady, 
and hides strong, at the late advance. The sales 
of hay and seeds were few, and no important 
changes in prices were noted. Berries were very 
plenty and lower.

THE NATION'S CAPITOL. 
This noble building has not the historical asso- 
ciations which endear Westminster Abbey to 
the British, or the Kremlin to the Russians, but 
itis nevertheless the Temple of our political 
faith. The corner-stone of the main building 
was laid by Washington,—when that of the ex- 
tension was deposited Webster delivered the 
oration,—and the statue of Freedom, which 
crowns the dome, was put in place when Lincoln 
was President, and hie remains lay in state in 
the rotunda beneath after his martyrdom. Ina 
room now occupied by a Committee of the 
House, ex-President John Quincy Adams died, 
and in the office of the President of the Senate, 
Vice-President Henry Wilson breathed his last. 

Visitors are shown the spots where

in the most eloquent of Congressional speeches ; 
where Chief-Justice Marshall used to preside 
over the Supreme Court; where Brooks coward- 
ly assaulted Charles Sumner; where Douglas 
elied the slave-power; where Jeff Davis plot- 
ted treason; and where a long succession of 
Presidents, beginuing with Jefferson, have de- 
hyered their inaugural addresses. Once 
this national shrine was partially destroyed by 
the British vandals, and more recently it was 
threatened by the Rebels, whose campfires 
could be counted from its then unfinished dome, 
as they biazed along the south side of the 
Potomac, and then again in the heights north of 
the city.

panic prevails. The Poona authorities are busy 
investigating the origin of the fires. Suspicion 
at once fell upon a young Brahmin named 
Keshew Kristna, son of the keeper of the Gov- 
ernment book depot. He and a messenger em- 
ployed in the depot were accordingly arrested. 
Keshew bas confessed that, acting under the 
orders of certain Brahmins, whose names he 
refuses to disclose, he bought two tims of kero- 
sene oil and took them to the book depot, after 
it closed for the night. Being the Keeper’s son, he 
easily obtained access, collected a heap of books 
and furniture, which he saturated with oil. then 
laying a slow match, went out, locking the door 
behind bim. He pursued a similar course at 
Boodbwar Palace. This confession is so far 
corroborated by the evidence of the shopkeeper 
who sola the oil. The inquiry being conducted 
with closed doors, ful! details are still unkoown, 
but Keshew Kristna, the messenger, and another 
man are committed for trial. It is very geverai- 
ly supposed that the destruction of the Boodb- 
war Palace and the courts it contained was the 
rincipal object of the incendiaries, and that the 

ishram bag containing the Edu- 
cation Department. offices, the High School, 
and the book depot, was set on fire as 
a ruse to withdraw attention from the 
main enterprise. That the Dacoits are at the 
bot tom of the plot is accepted at Poova as a 
foregone conclusion, and two reasons, each hav- 
jung a certain probability. are assigned for the 
— It appears that Hari Naik. the Dacoit 
leader lately captured, was confined in the po- 
lice office adjolathe Boodhwar Palace, and one 
explanation is that the firing of the palace was 
in the way of an attempt to rescue him, like the 
Fenian attempt at Clerkenwell. Another ex- 
planation is that it was sought to sweep away 
at one blow all registered deeds and other evi- 
denees of indebtedness on the part of the rvots 
to money-lenders. There is a disposition in 
some quarters to lay the blame on the education 
of the natives in Poona, and it has been al- 
leged that they refused to give any assist- 
ance towards extinguishing the fires. 
There seems, however, absolutely no ground 
for these insinuations, and just as little 
for the alarmist rumors that this move- 
ment is a great Mahraita revival or a deep 
and widespread conspiracy to subvert the Gov- 
ernment. It is simply an outburst of agrarian 
crime, led by a few unscrupulous scoundreis, 
and which has attained unusual proportion ow- 
ing to the genera! distress in the Deccan dis- 
triets and to the immunity which attended the 
first attempts at robbery. There is no doubt 
that several Brahmins are implicated; among 
others, the notorious Wassadeo Bulwunt 
Phadke, late clerk in the Military Finance-Office 
in Poona, who is believed to be the directing 
head. The majority of the Dacoits, however, 
are of the Ramoosie tribe, which has loug had 
the character of being lawless and predatory. 
The compulsory registration of its members 
kept it in check for some years, but this pre- 
caution has recently been relaxed. The Ramoo- 
sies, moreover, felt much grievad by the strict 
enforcement of the Forests laws. whereby they 
were deprived of what they conside their 
hereditary right,—that of grazing cattle in the 
forests and waste lands. * 

Since the two great fires already mentioned 
attempts bare been made to burn another 
building in Poona called Fuceaswarre and aiso a 
house belonging to Maharajah Holkar. Both 
attempts were luckily discovered iu time and 
the flames extinguished before mueh harm was 
done. The Government is taking active steps 
to hunt down the Dacoits. About 1,500 troops, 
cavairy and infantry, are assisting the police in 
their pursuit. Gen. Primrose, commanding the 
Poona division, bas been summoned from 
Mahableshwar to Poona. The hilistation of 
Matheran has been garrisoned by a detachment 
of native infantry. Both there and at Poona 
no one is allowed to walk out after 
9 im the evening without a lantern. 
On Tuesday thirty police, under Maj. 
Daniel, fell in with and attacked over a hundred 
Dacoits near Kasur Gesant. Four Vacoits were 
killed, including Dowlut Rao, leader of the 
band, four were captured, and several wounded, 
All the arms of the band were taken, and booty 
valued at a lac ot rupees was recovered. It is 
asserted that Wassadeo, Bulwunt Phadke was 
present on this occasion. If so, he escaped. The 
latest news is that the Government has offered 
a reward of 5,000 rupees for the detection of the 
persons wo instigated the Pouna fires. Riots 
at Rumpa, in the Godavery district of the Ma- 
dras Presidency, arising, seemingly, from a 
cause similar to that of the Deccan Dacoites, 
have lately assumed a somewhat more serious 
aspect, and troops have been ordered thither to 
the assistance of the police.

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EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 


FACTS, FASHION, AND FUN. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

New Tonk, June 4.—The Bourses of Paris, 
Berlin, Frankfort, and Vienna bave lately shown 
more confidence in the political and commercial 
outlook; but many persons are of the opinion 
that a great and disastrous European war may 
not be far distant. This prophecy is based upon 
certain factors, which, it is claimed, are as sure 
to produce such aresult as that the electric 
clouds are signs of a thunderstorm. The Ori- 
ental question, as now understood, may indeed 
not be the preponderating cause, although the 
situation in Bulgaria is again precarious. Here 
we have Gen. Ignateiff coming again to the 
front. The General, who is a sort of Gen. But- 
ler in caustic language and in managing 
troublesome people, has been interviewed by a 
Vienna reporter. He attacked the policy of 
Count Andrassy in very severe terms, and said 
that If the truth about the Eastern Question 
is ever made known, there would not be paving- 
stones enough in Vienna for the Count.” The 
General also wants the Berlin Treaty torn up, 
and be declares that Russia would be very 
friendly toa Turkey kicked out of Europe— 
but to no other.“ He predicts another anda 
greater war within ten years. But perhaps the 
greatest danger is that of a conflict between 
France and Germany. The envenomed debates 
on the tariff question in Germany have occu- 
pied public attention to a great extent, but the 
military papers are pointing out the relative po- 
sition in a military sense of the two great rivals. 
After the work of Gen. Trochu, comes that of a 
German military writer, Capt. Honig. on The 
French Army in 1885.“ Then France will have 
2,136,000 soldiers, and can put, if required, 
nearly 3,200,000 men in the field! With this 
dauer on one side, Germany knows, also, that 
a war with Russia is a probability of the future. 
Men are therefore anxious, for the strain on the 
resources of Germany cannot be maintained in- 
definitely. It was indeed a poor admission 
which Bismarck was obliged to make recently 
in the Reichstag: You ask me where are the 
five milliards? But without them Germany 
would have been compelled to do six years ago 
what she is doing now.“ When the tariff ques- 
tion is settled thereis very littie doubt but that 
an attack will be made on Holland,—the King 
of which country has no alliances, and is not, in 
many ways, entitled to great respect. The pos- 
session ef Holland would give Germany the 
ports which she requires, and would “ bring out 
France. 

The Berlin Exposition will, it seems, turn out 
a success; the number of exhibitors already 
announced is upwards of 2,000, and quite a stir 
bas been given to industrial work in the Capi- 
tal. But something of the kind was wanted, 
for there is a very serious cleft between the 
town and country. The taxation of cereals and 
meat is intensely unpopuiar, and some of the 
principal German cities tried to have a getieral 
convention of towns to protest against the du- 
ties. They have not been very successful. ‘The 
country interest is very ready to defend itself. 
The landing of German. cattle for the Islington 
market was no sooner prohibited than the 
Schleswig-Hoistein Graziers’ Association at 
once enlisted the services of the German Minis- 
ter in London, and soon again the Holstein 
oxen will take the way to Camden Town. As 
quite a trade was to be done in shipping cattle 
from here to Tonningen, and fattening them 
in the neighborhood for the English 
market, this will only dg good to the 
American export. It would seem that the 
German Consul in St. Louis, Mr. Gerlich, has 
deen praising the American system of Pro- 
tection,”’—for his views were cited lately in the 
Reichstag by Representative Berger, who did 
not forget to mention the fact that the Consul 
is ein geborener Westpreusse,“ and that, ac- 
cording to the song, is about the highest dis- 
tinction mortal man can have. 

There is no amount of warning that can pre- 
vent the average German [rom eating his meat 
raw.

In 
one day fifteen men of the Garde-Fusileer Regi- 
ment were taken down, but none of the cases 
turned out fataily. 

To believe German writers, and others, the 
greatest oddities of character are to be found 
amoug the inglish. Now, Hoffmann, the cele- 
brated author of the Fantastic Tales (which, 
hy the way, is the title of the latest opera- 
bouffe of Offenbach), has stuck a red-head- 
ed Irishman—whom be calls Eaglish—in one of 
his works, The Devil's Elixir’: and on this 
being he builds an extraordinary character. 
Queer characters are perhaps more numerous 
in Germany and Austria than anywhere else; 
but the following is a specimen of the 
beautiful compound: Some days ago, a cham- 
bermad and a coachman were arrested 
in Viepua. A large sum of money was found in 
their possession. The woman had been tiving 
with a certain old gentleman named Alois 
Heller. This man had hired two rooms, in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, and he changed his 
name almost as often as his residence. On 
finding bim in ove of his miserable apartments, 
the police informed him of the arrest, but he 
took the matter very coolly,—so much so that 
it Was determined to come at the history of the 
man. The following facts were tearned: Alois 
Heller is the vatural son of arich Englishman 
and the daughter of a landed proprietor of 
Lower Austria. His father left bim a very 
large fortuve. Heller mismanaged it and spent 
it foolishly, but he still retains 80,000 florins. 
He never married, but he promised several la- 
dies to conduct them to the Mavor’s; and, as 
he never kept his promise, be had recourse to 
the flitting process to avoid annoyance. In ove 
of the rooms where he lodged were found 30,000 
florins in cash and bonds, and 7,000 florins were 
found rolied up in rags in a trunk. Here, in 
the same room, be had 100 pairs of slippers and 
100 suits of clothing,—most of them never worn. 
but destroyed by moths. Then, in a larve 
trunk, were several packages _ carefully 
sealed, and containing old steel pens 
stumps of cigars, and scraps of paper. Several 
bonds dating irom the last century were also 
found, which were never presented for redemp- 
tion. Not even the coupous had been cut off, 
although overdue for years. With all this crazi- 
ness he had 40,000 florins in a safe institution. 

Perhaps it might be as well for those commu- 
nities which are sighing for elevated railroads to 
wait until the tramway-locomotive is fully test- 
ed.

They claim 
that Mortemard was a hundred years agoa 
bourgeois of Limoges, and was plain Monsieur 
Mortomard. The counselor for the defense 
made a good point by repeating the legendary 
anecdote of a certain Count de Saint-Janvier, 
who, during the times of the first Freuch Revo- 
lution, was asked for his passport by a gen- 
d'arme, and who was gruffly told “ We have no 
longer any Counts [striking out the title] nor

names of the months had just been changed}. 
Call yourself Nivose.“ A great deal of heraldic 
history was gone into. It appears that the fami- 
jy motto of the Mortemards, For your horse, 
Duke!“ bad its origin as follows: The Duc d' 
Aqguitaine was besieging Bellac, and rode round 
the ramparts to inapect the best place for storm- 
ing, when Drutus de Mortemart, who was on 
the walls, took up a javelin, and, using the above 
words, struck the horse on the forehead, killing 
him instantly, aud compelling the Duke to go back 
on foot. Ihe case is vet on; and, now that we

ing to our American aristos who, it is 
asserted, assume foreign names and titles 
abroad. Ihey might find some family after 
them witha iong stick.

The vote on the reintroduction of the death- 
penaitv in Switzerland has drawn outa great 
deal of discussion in the Continental papers. 
‘the North German Gazette says: ** The natural 
sentiment of justice of the people rebelled 
againet the idea that murderers, who had 
cruelly and with aforethought killed their 
victims, should, from a sickly humanitarian- 
ism, or from a misunderstood feeling of 
liberty, become a further burden to the com- 
munity, and be kept in prisons which are 
growing every year more agreeable and com- 
fortable for criminals.“ The Austrian papers 
are also advocating a more rigorous enactment 
of the death-penalty. Ihe regard for life and 
property is becoming less every year, and 
murders are marked with revolting cruelty. 
Ladies even ‘are heard to advocate the ex- 
tinction of the human fiends who are rising up 
in increasing numbers, The German Govern- 
ment is determined to follow out another policy 
in dealing with such criminals. 

The Paris papers have not given much space 
to the execution of Laprade at Agen, and most 
of them state that the execution was not mark- 
ed by anything unusual. But the contrary was 
the case. Laprade was a strong young fellow 
of about 20; and had murdered his father, 
mother, and grandmother, one fine day as they 
satat dinner. He first shot them, and then 
“carved”? them. It was the first execution by 
the“ new hand.“ When the executioner en- 
tered Laprade’s cell on the fatal morning, he 
asked him to sit down so as to perform the 
“ toilette’’.—to cut the shirt away from the 
neck and shoulders. ‘*No,” said Laprade,— 
„I' go as Jam.“ We don’t want to make 
vou suffer,“ replied the execationer. Come!“ 
Laprade had some queer idea in his head. 
No, —I want to suffer. But I have harmed no 
one; you are punishing me unjustly.” lhe 
executioner then took hold of him, and 
attempted, with the help of the jailers, to 
make the young wan sit down. But 
he fought with tooth and nail; he was fighting 
for his life. This guillotine is a terrible thing. 
far worse than the rope,—and we never bear of 
people singing hymns or jesting under the hor- 
rid weighted knife! So Laprade fought thus 
for thirty minutes. At last his feet are 
seized: he is stretched out on the cold flags, 
and be is bound. The executioner is stili con- 
soling: We don’t want to hurt you.” “But 
1 wish to go as lam,” repeats Laprade. His 
gaiters are taken off. “Get up.“ says tne ere- 
cutioner. Laprade obeys; but, when told to 
sit down, he acain refuses. If you think it is 
not an agony for me, it may not seem so for 
you. I should like to see how you would like 
it,“ he cried,—showing how terribly he was 
suffering. But his legs were not well bound, 
and he kicks again, and fights, though in a 
strait-jacket, for his life. He is again taken up 
and laid on the flags: and then “one of the 
keepers takes him by the hair of the head, and 
dashes bis head passionately against the flags *! 
Now in earnest Laprade cries out: I ö am in- 
nocent; you are hurting me.“ And then 
he says he will sit down. He is raised; 
his face is livid, but covered with 
blood in spots. His clothes are cut round the 
neck. Being a parracide, be is brought to the 
seaffold in a white gown, and a black veil com- 
ing down to the knees. Well, will vou walk, 
or must we carry you?!” inquires the execution- 
er. I'll walk,“ is the only reply. His sen- 
tence is read on the scaffold; he is pushed on 
to the bascule.“ and the head is in the fatal 
hoop, which holds it in position; but Laprade 
twists his neck, and it has to be placed properly. 
Then the huge knife falls, and the crowd ery 
out, for a human head rolls into a basket, and 
a buman trunk lies bleeding for a moment on 
the scaffold. ‘

A RADISH-FEAST IN ENGLAND. 

Pall Mali Garette( London), May 15. 

At Levens Hall, in Westmoreland, a curious 
celebration took place on Monday last. Fora 
time „to which the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary,’ it bas been the custom, on 
the 12th of May, to hold a radish-feast in the 
grounds of that old English mansion. How it 
originated nobody knows exactly; but some of 
its attendant circumstances suggest that it 
sprang out of those habits of profuse hospitality 
which were characteristic of the * fine old Eu- 


elish geutleman ” in the olden time. The radisb- 
feast is associated with the opening of an annual 
fair at Milnthrope, in the same neighbor- 
hood, by the Mayor and Corporation of Ren- 
dal. That worsbipful body having discharged 
the duty of proclaiming the ancient fair in due 
form in the morning, repair to Levens Hall to 
assist at the radish-feast. Upon the bowling- 
green a table is set apart for them, upon which 
they find a liberat supply of radishes, oat-bread, 
and butter, for their refreshment; and, ata 
second table close by, all comers provided with 
free tickets take their turns and enjoy the feast. 
Radishes, oat-bread, and butter, however, would 
probably not suffice to attract so many visitors 
were they not supplemented by a copious flow 
of peculiar old ale, of great potency, called 
*“moroceo.”” Indeed, one of the most remarka- 
ble events of the day is associated with that 
powerful beverage. According to the traditions 
of the feast, or the custom of the country, vis- 
itors who make their first’ appearance there 
must prove their fitness by a process 
which is calculated at once to demonstrate 
the potency of the ‘“‘ morocco” and the drinking 
power of the stranger. The new-comer is pulled 
into the ring, and there and then, in the midst 
of acrowd of experts, he is required to stand 
upon one leg. An old-fashioned glass, 

ingapintof the “morocco.” is then pl in 
his band, and it becomes his duty first of all to 
repeat the toast, “Luck to Levens as long as 
Kent flows,” and then drain the goblet in one 
draught, without losing his equilibrium during 
any part of the process. If he should succeed 
in the feat, he is free of the place; failure en- 
tails the modest fine of a shilling, which goes to 
the gardeners. Athletic sports follow, and it 
seems not improbable that in the good old 
tunes,“ when the capacity for heavy drinking 
was considered a maniy accomplishment, this 
‘““morocco” test was looked upon as not the 
least important of, the “trials of strength” 
which had to be undergone.
